L. Brown, K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Hewitt R. Poole 
(instructed, by Messrs, Maxwell, Weldon: and 
4 Co.), for the plaintiff, said that she was the 
sole executrix under the will. The defendant 
a son of testatrix, had entered a caveat and 


mentary incapacity, no knowledge or approval 
of the contents of the will, and he also alleged 
undue influence against Mrs. Connolly and her 
husband. The late Mrs. McQuaid was widow 
of “John .McOuaid, who had been connected

By her last will of September 20, 1916, she 
left Stormanstown to Mrs, Connolly, charged 
with a legacy of £500 to one of her daughters 
and £400 to another, and £50 to each of her 
sons, Patrick and Jobn (defendant). " Through 
an error the will was dated September 20, 
1914, as the draft was made from ‘a will that 
the testatrix had made. in 1914, and which 
was similar to the present will, except that 
the legacy to Patrick was reduced from £100 
to £50.

“T went home,” the affidavit continued, 
‘‘and fearing that they would come for me 
staved outside. The defendant and his three 
men came back in the motor, and stayed 
about half an hour searching about, but they 
did not find me. 1 was afraid to sleep at 
home, and slept out every night. and came 
home by day.’ 

Later the plaintiff said that he went to 
Tipperary, and gave the defendant the sale 
of the farm; he did not complete the sale, 
as he was not satisfied with the price. About 
Christmas, 1922, the defendant came one night 
with six men, He saw a revolver with one 
nan. The six men took him to a waiting 
motor, and the defendant asked him would 
he sign the farm over, and he said that te 
would. He’ was driven to the defendant s 
house, where he was put into a room, an 
the defendant asked him if he wanted the 
priest, as he was going to be plugged. He 
was taken to a neighbouting house: and sub- 
sequently brought back to the defendants 
house. He was afterwards taken to another 
house, and left all day with two men minding 
him. That night he was put in a cellar at 
the end of the defendant's house, in a burned 
creamery. In the morning the defendant 


gave him a cup of tea, and told him to gv 
pulling turnips. (Laughter,) .He went out 
and the two men with him, one of whom re- 


mained with him all day, and he was brought 
back to the. little house. That night the 
defendant told him that he could go in the 
morning, adding: “I will give you seven 
weeks to pay the debt, and if you don’t pay 
in that time I will shoot you; I often shot 
a man for Jess.’ (Laughter.) Next morning 
he went home. 

The plaintiff alleged that in May he was 
again taken away, and that he was put in a 
room and that a man presented a revolver 
at him. He-was working with defendant 4 
men for a period. ‘Under compulsion he 
signed deeds in reference to his farms. He 
used to milk the cows, and one-night he got a 
chance and slipped nome. After he escaped 
from the defendant he had to leave his home 
and conceal. himself, afterwards coming to 
Limerick, as he knew that if the defendant 
could find him he would take him again, and 
the plaintiff was afraid that he might have 
him shot. He said that, with the. exception 
of one, all the charges’ on the lands were 
caused by the action of the defendant, gs 
the creditors came down on him (plaintiff). 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne refused the motion to 
transfer. 

Mr. Cullinan (instructed by Messrs. Sellors 
and Co.) was for the plaintiff.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR UPKEEP. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR, JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing concluded of the appeal from a 
decision of the Divisional Court in the case of 
the King (Representative Church Body and 
others) against the Navan Urban District 
Council discharging a conditional order for & 
mandamus obtained by the plaintifis to 
compel the defendants to re-erect the retain- 
ing wall of the graveyard of the Parish Church 
of St. Mary. óró which had fallen into 
the public highway. The proceedings had 
been instituted by the lecal vestry, the ques- 
tidn at issue being whether the Representative 
Church Body or the Urban Council are re- 
sponsible for the upkeep of the wall The 
Urbah Council denied all liability, alleging 
that the wall was the property of the Select 
Vestry and should be maintained by them. 
The Divisional Court, deciding in favour of 
the Urban Council, held that the proceedings 
had been taken for the purpose of deciding 
the question of ownership, and that a 
mandamus was not the proper remedy, and 
discharged the conditiona) order, with costs. 

The Court reserved judgment. 

Mr. Battersby, K.C.,and Mr. P. 0’C. White 
(instructed by Messrs. J. Clark and Co.) ap- 
peared for the appellants; and Mr. G. Moonan

ALLEGED BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing concluded of the action brought 
by William C. Colclough, R. W. Dobb and 
others against F. B. Middleton, W. F. 
Ormsby, Jane Pim and others with regard to 
the premises 2 Duke street and 3-4 Lemon 
street, off Grafton street, Dublin, of which 
the -plaintifis were lessees and the defendants 
lessors. * 

The lease, it appeared, was for a term of 
546 years from 1916 at a rent of £55 per 
annum, and it contained a covenant by which 
the lessees wete bound to expend £2,000 in 
repairing and erecting buildings on the 
ground within two years, afterwards extended 
to three. By way of indemnity the plaintiffs 
gave as security £2,000 invested in War Loan. 

It was admitted that there was a breach of 
the covenant, and.that the defendants were 
entitled to nominal damages for it; but 
plaintiffs: claimed a .declaration that there 
was no forfeiture of the lease, as the defen- 
dants had continued to receive rent afier the 
breach of the covenant and had, therefore, 
waived the forfeiture. 

The defendants contended, on the other 
hand, that there could be no waiver unless it 
was in writing and signed by the lessors «as 
landlords of the premises, and that their right 
to forfeiture em re-entry remained still sub-- 
sisting. , 

Mr. H. Wilson, K.C.; Mr. Wood, K.C., 
and Mr, Charles Murphy {mstructed by Mr. 
E. A. Walker). appeared ior the plaintiffs; 
and Mr. G. Walker, K.C.; Mr; Dickie, K.C., 
and Mr. V. Wilson (instrugted by Messrs. 
Middleton and Son) for defendants. 

The Court reserved judgment.

STANDARD RENT CRUX. 


RATES AND THE BASIS FOR 


CALCULATION. 


_- (BEFORE JUDGE PIQOT.) 

An interesting point under the Increase ot 
Rent Act was referred to in an application by 
Mrs. Mary. Kerley against her landlord, James 
P. Hussey, 15 Rathmines road, to have the 
standard rent, already fixed-by the Court, on 
the house No, 69 Eccles street reconsidered, 
the grounds of the application being that the 
standard rent should be astertained and de- 
termined apart ‘from the question of the 
tenant's liability for rates. I[t appeared that 
the house was occupied in 1914, and for some 
i years after, by the owner, and was later pur- 
chased by the present landlord, and that the 
Court fixed the standard rent at £60, plus 
rates. The permitted increases were calculated 
on this basis. 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mésers. Crowley, 
Bolger and Cusack), for the tenant, submitted 
that the rates, for which the tenant was lidble, 
should not be addéd to the rent, as was done 
in this case, for -the purpose of arriving at a 
basis for calculating the permitted increases. 
Rent and rates, counsel added, were separate 
and distinct. 

Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Neill and Collins) contended that, as no 
standard rent was in existence prior to the 
date on which it was fixed by the Court, the 
sum fixed by the judge was the standard rent, 
even though it included rates. 

Judge Pigot said that he found great diffi- 
culty in construing the sections of the Act. to 
which counsel on both sides had referred him; 
but, as he had already found: the standard 
rent to be a certain figure, he did not think 
that he should go back on that. He intimated 
that in the event of an appeal he would await 
the result with much interest. 

Mr. Cawley stated that notice of appeal 
would be served. 


TRAM PASSENGER'S. INJURIES. 

Miss Gladys E. Redmond, 4 Upper North- 
brook avenue, a book-keeper im the emplov- 
ment of Messrs. Findlater, Sackville street, 
claimed damages for personal injuries caused 
by having been knocked down by a motor 
car driven by the defendant, Peter Shaw, a 
cutler, of 28 Bessborough avenue, 

The plaintiff stated that the accident oc- 
curred on the afternoon of the 18th September 
lust. She was on the wavy to luncheon, and 
got off a tramcar at the “ Ívy Church,’’ North 
Strand. She looked to right and left before 
passing from behind the tramcar, but saw 
nothing. When she was a couple of feet from 
the kerbstone the motor car, which was on its 
wrong side, knocked her down. In con- 
sequence of the injuries which she received 
she was two weeks in Jervis street Hospital] 
and nine weeks away from business. 

The evidence for defendant was to the effect 
that his car was going at seven or eight miles 
an hour. He blew the horn several times, 
but the plaintiff apparently did not hear it 
He attempted to pass the tramcar on the 
right side on account of the new police 
regulations. 


Judge Pigot gave the plaintiff a decree for

ALARMING SERIES OF 
FIRES.

DUBLIN FAMILY’S EXPERIENCE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 

An appeal was made on behalf of Mrs. 
McDowell (executrix of the late Mr. J. M. 
McDowell) for compensation for alleged 
malicious damage to furniture and clothing at 
her residence, 60 Mountjoy square, Dublin, 
on the 25th and 26th of August, 1924. 

Evidence was given by a niece of the 
applicant that on the 25th of August five 
distinct and separate fires occurred in 
different parts of the house between the hours 
of 2 and 11 o’elock p.m.‘ The first wag. in 
the diningroom, and was followed by two 
fires in the basement and two on the third 
landing. The effect of these fires, which 
damaged furniture, a window and clothing, 
was so «disturbing that the family remained 
up all night... Next .morning' at. about 10 
o'clock a stranger, after knocking at the 
hall door, rushed into the house, stating that 
the morning room was on fire. The family 
were surprised to find that it was true. 

It also appeared in evidence that, shortly 
before these dates, the McDowell family 
were occupying a house in Bray in which a 
serious outbreak of fire took place, as a result, 
of which Mr. and Mrs. McDowell went tw 
reside at a hotel, and sent their family and 
servants home to Mountjoy square. Shortly 
after their arrival the fires oceurred there. 
The members of the family suspected that the 
fires must have been caused by one of the 
maids, who seemed to have been affected by 
the fire at Bray. 

The Judge held that the fires were not ot 
malicious or wanton origin. It was possible 
that they were caused by the maid during 
a. period of temporary mental aberration. 
He. therefore, dismissed the application. 

Mr. Norman Keough (instructed by Messrs. 
Stritch and Stritch) pouetees for , the 
applicant. Mr. T. F. Burke appeared for 
the City Corporation in opposition to the 
application. 


DAMAGED ELECTRIC FITTINGS, 

Messrs. Maguire and “Gatchell, Dawson 
street, claimed £45 for the malicious destruc- 
tion of electric light fittings at Monkstown 
Castle. 

Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. M. Good) 
said that the plaintiffs had entered into a 
contract with br. Wheeler for the erection 
of the fittings, and had almost completed 
the work when the tradesmen left on a 
Saturday evening. On their return on Mon. 
dav it was discovered that the fittings had 
been cut in all the rooms of the building 
except two. Three coils of wires had been 
severed, the workmen's overalls destroyed, 
and their tools taken away. At the time 
there was a dispute between two trade unions 
in the city, and the damage must have been 
done by a person acquainted with the élec- 
trical business. 

The Judge gave a decree for the amount 
claimed, the area of charge to be Kingstown, 

Mr. T. Early, solicitor, appeared for the 
Dublin County Council. 


CATTLE-DRIVING CLAIMS. 
Thomas Wade, Whiteheart, Balbriggan, 


claimed compensation..for. malicious injury to 
sixteen cattle which were driven from the 
lands of Ballough on the mght of the 4th 
June, 1924, and for the destruction of gates 
on the same occasion. 

The applicant said that he had to engage a 
motor car to drive round the country in search 
of his cattle and. sheep, which he discovered 
five miles away. . 

Thomas Healy, Lusk, Co. Dublin, claimed 
in respect of the drivin , 

roperty, off the same lands; and. Vincent 
Punteld, of Ballough, Lusk, whose lands were 
let for grazing. claimed for the destruction of 
three gates and two gate-posts. 

The Judge held that the cattle had been 
maliciously driven, and awarded Mr. Wade 
£4 for injury to the cattle, £8 for damage to 
the gates, and £3 expenses incurred in the 
searc pior the cattle £15 in all—and wit- 
nesses’ expenses. To Mr. Healy he awarded 
£2 10s. and costs, and to Mr, Purfield £6, 
with costs and witness’s expenses. The Bal- 
rothery rural district will be the area of 
charge.

Joseph Green, who is charged. with Lean 
attempted to set fire to Government 

and documents at “Government Buildings, 
Merrion street, Dublin, on the 17th December 
last, The prisoner was put back for trial at 
the Circuit Court. 

Mr. Carrigan, ‘K.C., who, with Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C, (instructed by the State Solicitor), 
prosecuted, said that this was a very unusual 
and a very serious case. The indictment, was 
that the prisoner attempted to set fire to a 
quantity. of . public documents, archives, 
records, etc., in the basement ‘of Government 
Buildings in such circumstances that, if they 
took fire,.the building would take fire. He 
did not succeed in setting fire to the building 
or destroying the documents, and the jury 
would find a very dignificant reason for the 
failure of this attempt to commit a serious 
crime against the Government and the public. 

The prisoner was taken into Government 
émployment in June last as lift attendant. 
In November last, on two separate days, fire 
was found to have broken out amongst. papers 
in Government Buildings, but, fortunately, the 
outbreaks were discovered in. time to be ex- 
tinguished. That led to a special watch being 
kept on these papers, and on the 17th of 
December the private detective empluyed saw 
the prisoner take out a box of matches and 
then draw some papers from his pocket and 
light them. He was then standing beside a 
oe of records, The detective stepped out 
rom his position, and Green ran up Stairs, 
but was pursaed and run to ground in a 
lavatory. He was challenged and asked what 
brought him there—because he had no busi- 
ness in the hasement—and he said that he 
went there to smoke a. cigarette. 

Detective Michael Cunningham, who was on 
duty at Government Buildings on December 
17th, gave evidence of having seen the 
= light a paper in the basement. When 
le saw the witness he ran: away, and the 
witness pursued and captured him. The 
prisoner said that he was lighting a cigarette. 

The prisoner, giving evidence, said that he 
had been in the British Army, and joined the 
Free State Army in 1922, being discharged 
after two years’ service, In June he got this 
job at Government Buildings.. On the 17th 

ecember he went down to the basement to 
see what was wrong with the lift, and while 
there he lit a cigarette. He heard a voice 
shout “ Halt!’’ and, as smoking was not 
allowed there, he ran away. He never 
belonged to any political organisation, and 
he swore positively that he did not light a 
paper that day. 

r. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
address to the jury, said that it was not 
enough to establish against the prisoner that 
he maliciously attempted to set fire to the 
papers; they should w satisfied that he set 
fire to the papers in such circumstances that, 
if the house had gone on fire, he would have 
been guilty of a felony.

WOUNDING OF INTELLIGENCE 
OFFICER, 


Patrick Dunleavy pleaded not gnilty to 
charges of feloniously wounding Lieutenant 
Thomas Byrne, of the National Army, on the 
night of November 20th, 1924, at Bohola, Co. 
Mayo, and of being unlawfully in possession 
of firearms. i 

Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by Mr. 
bell) defended, - 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., leading Counsel for the 
State, said that the shooting took place dur- 
ing an election in Mayo. On the night of the 
20th November a pipers’ band was parading 
through the village of Bohola, and Lieutenant 
Byrne, who was an intelligence officer, was 
walking ‘towards the post office, when he was 
called upon to halt, and at the same time 
fired ‘upon. He was hit and fell to the 
ground. Lieutenant Byrne drew his revolver 
and fired, wounding the prisoner, who _was 
one of a party of men who attacked the 
lieutenant. The other men escaped. 

Lieutenant Byrne bore out counsel's state- 
ment as to the attack. He knew Dunleavy 
well, as he was a cousin of his, and he had no 
doubt that he was one of the attacking party. 
The accused was armed with a shotgun. The 
witness was in hospital for a considerable 
time, and was still suffering from the effects 
of his wounds. There were pellets in his body 
still, 

A witness named Joseph Sheridan cor- 
roborated. When he was going towards the 
spot where Lieutenant Byrne was lying 
wounded, the prisoner said to him: “If you 
go near him J’ll shoot you.”’ i 

For the defence, the prisoner gave evidence 
that when going towards the procession he 
met a man who told him to put up his hands. 
“es man fired at him and wounded him in the 
side.

In cross-examination, the accused said that 
he had been a political prisoner for being in

Saorstat and Empire. 


Since the tone of the debate, in Dail 
Eireann, yesterday, on the Free State’s 
foreign policy was moderate, its results 
ought to be useful. It will help the 
minority of the people to understand the 
majority’s point of view, and, perhaps, 
it will help the majority to realise 
that all ambitions must be limited by 
practical considerations, The conservative 
mind is slow to revise political creeds 
that have been glorified by history, 
mellowed by tradition and sanctified by 
sacrifice, Irishmen of the former Unionist 
class cling to their old conception of that 
British Empire which they helped to make. 
They will regard with some bewilderment 
and with much distaste the new theory that 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald propounded to 
the Dail yesterday—that somehow the 
British Empire has become a shrunken 
thing, which is quite distinct from that 
greater entity, the Commonwealth of 
British Nations; and that the several 
members of the Commonwealth have rights 
which are independent of the Empire’s 
will and, in ‘conceivable circumstances, 
might clash with the Empire’s interests. 
For instance, the Free State is not 
a signatory of the Pact of: Locarno 
and is under no obligation to espouse the 
Imperial Government’s cause in any war 
which may result from a breach of the 
Pact. For a large minority of Irishmen 
these are painful doctrines. Nevertheless, 
they are the prevailing doctrines of the 
time. They are upheld, in varying 
measure, by all the Dominiong of the 
Commonwealth, and are beginning to be 
accepted by the English people themselves 
as a legitimate phase of constitutional 
development. Is the hour coming when 
our Irish minority will be “among the 
faithless faithful cnly found ?’’ 

It is a foolish thing to anticipate trouble, 
The future relations between the Mother 
of the British Commonwealth and the 
youngest Dominion will be determined, 
not by political theories, but by the facts 
of life and by the concord or discord of 
national Let us consider the 
two vital questions of war and trade. In 
the matter of war Mr. Fitzgerald yester- 
day made no attempt to play to the 
gallery: indeed, his words were eloquent 
in their circumspection. He said that, 
while the Free State had not accepted the 
military obligations of the Pact of 
Locarno, there was “ a possibility that a 
war affecting Great Britain would affect 
us’’; and he refused to speculate.on the 
Free State’s action in such an emergency. 
Mr, Fitzgerald knows, and every sensible 
Irishman knows, two things. The first is 
that, if England is again at war with 
any Power or Powers, the Saorstat will 
be swept overwhelmingly into the vortex, 
even if its small army does not pull one 
trigger. The military security of Ireland 
will be an essential of England’s existence 
so long as the British Empire (old or new 
style) exists at all. The other thing is 
that, in such a war—as in the undisturbed 
peace which we prefer to contemplate— 
the Free State must identify herself with 
the Empire for the most compelling of ii 
reasons. If she quarrels with England, 
She will lose her only market. Unfor- 
tunately, she has ceased to be an indis- 
pensable feeder of the English people, and, 
if ever she comforts England’s enemies or 
strikes an unpardonable blow at British 
pride, she will find herself, through the 
ruin of her agriculture, a broken nation. 

What is the moral of these facts? 
Surely it is that a practical reconciliation 
between the two points of view in the 
Free State is both feasible and desirable. 
The minority and the majority ought to 
make mutual concessions, each recognising 
the honesty and natural force of the 
other’s sentiments. The Government of 
the Free State is young, and

Critical Years. 


During the Committee stage of the 
School Attendance Bill in Dail Eireann 
an important amendment was moved by 
Deputy O’Connell, proposing that the age 
limit for compulsory attendance should 
be raised from fourteen to sixteen. Mr. 
O’Connell’s suggestion was supported 
strongly by Deputy John Good and by 
members in all parts of the House, with 
the result that, although the Minister for 
Education was unable to accept it, he 
drafted an amendment of his own which 
will give him power to raise the age 
limit as and when he chooses. The 
desirability of such an extension is 
obvious. As Mr. Good said, six thousand 
children in Dublin alone leave school every 
year at the age of fourteen. The Labour 
Exchanges show that only three thousand 
of them are absorbed in industry and 
commerce. What becomes of the re 
mainder? They are too young to get 
jobs; they fall easily into bad ways, and 
by the time when they are fit for manual 
labour they have no desire for work and 
are condemned to the fate of the “unem- 
ployables.” The additional two years at 
school, which Mr. O'Connell suggests, 
would make all the difference to these 
unfortunates, At the moment the Free 
State has no system of post-primary educa- 
tion, and the only solution of the problem, 
so far as the cities are concerned, seems 
to be compulsory attendance at primary 
schools for a further period of two years. 
We agree with the Minister that the 
Government ought to pass no Act which 


remedy that defect in the national 
organisation at the earliest possible 
moment. The average child who leaves 


schoo] at the age of fourteen not only is 
not educated, but very often is virtually 
illiterate. Mr. Good traces the Free 
State’s adverse balance of trade to this 
source, and there is much to be said 
in favour of his contention. While 
the extension of the compulsory age 
limit presents almost insuperable diffi- 
culties at the moment, it undoubtedly 
ought to be the aim of the Government. 
The importance of an educated proletariat 
is being recognised by all the progressive 
nations of the world. In Italy, where 
more industrial progress has been made 
since the war than in any other European 
country, the Government has founded 
Instituzsioni di. Dopo Lavoro throughout 
the country. These institutions, as their 
name implies, are designed to provide 
instruction and amusement for the worker 
after his day's job is done. They are 
intended primarily to wean the younger 
workers from the cafés, and have been 
remarkably successful. In effect, they 


fulfil the functions of workmen's 
universities, and since their foundation 
Italian employers report a marked 


increase in efficiency. In Ireland, despite 
her traditions of learning, education, even 
in its most rudimentary form, seems still 
to be regarded as something unpleasant, 
and the people seem to have no desire to 
raise themselves even to the average 
European standard. The vigorous en- 
forcement of the School Attendance Act 
is the first essential to a change. Once 
the habit of going to school has become 
general, the extension of the age limit 
ought to be the next step. 


Peat and Forests. 


Of the total land surface of Ireland only 
1.3 per cent. is covered with trees—one-fifth 
of the proportion of land under forests in 
Scotland and less than one-sixth of the 
proportion in Denmark. The notion is 
held by many of our people that the “ cut- 
over ” bogs and mountain moorlands could 
be covered with trees if only they were 
sown; but, as Mr. A, C, Forbes, Director 
of Forestry in the Saorstdét, points out 
in the Empire Forestry Journal, 
problem of growing timber on! peat areas 
is difficult and complex. Many efforts to 
plant woods on Irish boglands and 
mountain peat already have been made 
and have failed. Sometimes failure has 
been due to the choice of the wrong kinds 
of trees, sometimes to neglect of the need 
for drainage and for artificial manures ; 
but most of all, Mr. Forbes suggests, the 
error has lain in the assumption that all 
kinds of peats have similar properties 
and will respond to similar treatment. 
Turf peat on heaths 
altitudes will “ re-afforest’’ itself if 
planted with the right species and pro- 
tected against fire and grazing. Marsh 
peat, stripped of sphagnum and drained, 
will yield similar results. On the other 
hand, mountain peat and what the Scots 
call “ moss '—two kinds of peat surface 
which cover an immense proportion of 
Trish waste land—require an expensive 
preparation of the surface.

INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 
OPPOSITION LEADER’S 
DEMAND FOR INFORMATION. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson moved :—‘‘ That it is 
desirable that the Dail should be kept in- 


formed by the Minister responsible, by 
means of statements made from time to time 
in the Dail and by the publication of 
relevant documents, as to important de- 
velopments in international affairs with 
which the Saorstat is, or may be, concerned, 
either through its membership of the 


League of Nations or of ‘the community of 
nations forming the British Commonwealth 
of Nations.’ ” ' 

He said that he did not intend to press the 
matter very fully that day, but it would be 
necessary in the near future to raise the whole 
guestion involved in his motion. The Free 
State had entered the League of Nations to 
help to secure the peace and happiness oí the 
world and the economic and cultural well 
being of the human race. As a member of 
the League it had certain powers, and for 
the proper exercise of those powers it was 
necessary that the Dail and the people of the 
country should be made acquainted with the 
methods by which thg State was using its 


influence towards securing the objects of the 


League. . 

The country had no information as to the 
attitude taken up by the Government in 
connection with the Locarno Pact. The

BOTTLES OF BEER AND 
STOUT. 


ORDER PRESCRIBING 
STANDARD SIZES. 
By an Order, made on the Sth of Decem- 


ber last, under the provisions of the Intoxi- 
cating Liquor (General) Act, 1924, the Irish 
Free State Minister for Justice prescribed the 
sizes of bottles in which ale, beer, porter, 
or stout could be sold after the Ist of 
January this year as one-third pint, half a 
pint, or one pint. The definition of the 
standard capacity of the bottles thus ordered 
makes all such bottles subject to test and 
verification by Weights and Measures In- 
spectors, and the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce has now made new regulations 
which are published in this issue of the Jrish 
Times, laying down the conditions upon 
which these bottles may be verified and 
passed for use in trade. 

Heretofore there has been no restriction as 
to the size of “a bottl» of stout,’ and it 


was difficult to define a reasonable price. At 


the Food Prices Commission of 1925 it was 
stated officially, on behalf of the licensed 
trade, that the majority of the Dublin 
traders bottled stout in the proportion of 
fourteen bottles to the gallon, whereas in 
other parts of the country the ordinary size 
was sixteen to the gallon, or less. It is 
understood that the majority of the Dublin 
traders now bottle at sixteen to the gallon, 
though a few still sell what are known as 
*‘fourteens.”” A smaller bottle, containing only 
1-17th or even 1-18th of a gallon, is in use 
in some districts. Similarly, the small 
bottle known as “a snipe,” which came into 
use generally as one-third of a pint,. has 
been reduced in many places to one-quarter 
of a pint, and the one-pint bottle, which is 
pretty generally sold in the South of Ire- 
land, has been reduced from one-eighth of a 
gallon to one-ninth of a gallon. Under the 
new Order and Regulations. bottles must be 
of the uniform sizes prescribed, and traders 
will be liable to a penalty of £5 for using in 
trade any bottle not complying with the 
regulations. 

In view of the large number of bottles at 
present in use in the Free State, variously 
estimated by the trade at anything between 
18,000,000 gnd 25,000,000, the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce has included in his 
new regulations special provisions by which 
the Inspectors of Weights and Measures. may 
pass for use in trade bottles which are in 
excess of one-third of a pint, half a pint, or 
one pint, but are sold as such; but bottles 
which are deficient in capacity cannot be 
passed by the Inspectors of Weights and 
Measures. 


DUNLOP TYRES. 


AN INJUNCTION GRANTED. 


Mr. Justice Tomlin, in the Chancery Divi- 
sion, London, yesterday, granted an injunc- 
tion to the Dunlop Rubber Company to re- 
Strain infringements of their trade marks and 
registered design by A. A. Booth and Co., 
Deansgate, Manchester. 

_ It was complained that Booth and Co. had 
imported large quantities of the. French 
Dunlop Company’s tyres in infringement of 
the English Company’s monopoly rights, and 
sold them below the English standard rates. 
The defence was a plea that the tyres, which 
were sold at 22 per cent. under English 
prices, were English tyres. 

The Judge said that he had been asked 
to say that there had been something like 
a conspiracy by the English Company to put 
a false story before the Court. There was no 
foundation for such a charge. The tyres 
were French, but Booths had probably been 
let down by their French agent. He granted 
an inquiry concerning costs. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE 
FOUND DEAD. 


SUPPOSED POISONING. 

Yesterday afternoon, Mr. John Smith, of 
Jefferson Road Nurseries, Sheerness, and his 
wife were discovered dead in chairs in the 
sittingroom of their residence in Coronation 
road. A Court bailiff was in possession ot 
the house, and the silence ad tale to give 
information to the police. The room was in 
perfect order. Near the couple was an empty 
glass, and death in each case is believed to 
have been due to poison. The cat also was 
found dead. 

Smith, who went to Sheerness about two 
years ago to manage the nurseries, was in the 
town as usual on Thursday evening. It is 
stated that the writ of the man in possession 
would have expired to-day.

NINETY MEETINGS 
TO-MORROW. 

From Our POLITICAL Corresponpent. 

_ Polling for the two seats which are vacant 
in the Free State Parliament and for which 
six candidates have been nominated, will take 
place on February 18th. So far as present 
indications go the prospects of all the candi- 
dates seem equally bright; indeed, if any- 
thing, the odds are against the Government 
nominees. Even in Ministerial circles Mr. 
Healy is not thought to be the best choice 
that could have been made by the party for 
Dublin County, and there is a good deal of 
uneasiness lest his candidature should ‘have 
the effect of estranging the substantial 
“ Unionist” vote in the constituency. It is 
admitted on all sides that a strong Inde- 
pendent candidate would have little difficulty 
m ' carrying " this seat, but in the absence 
of such a candidate the probability is that 
there will be widespread apathy, which is 
in itself the cause of some anxiety in the 
ranks of the Government party. 

In Leix-Offaly matters are no better and 
no worse than in Dublin County. The 
Ministerial candidate there has, in the course 
of several years’ service on public, bodies, 
achieved a certain measure of arity for 
himself among all classes, but again the 
danger lies in the possibility of an apathetic 
electorate. The Labour Party has an excep- 
tionally — organisation in the con- 
stituency, while the Republican Party pro- 
fesses to believe that Leix-Offaly is, indubit- 
ably, “solid for the Republic,” and, as one 
member of the party expressed it yesterday, 
“will be as long as the Republic exists.” 
However that may be, the fact is that the 
Ministerial organisers in the constituency are 
more fearful of apathy amongst the electors 
than they are of any number of rival 
candidates. 

All parties have planned a vigorous day’s 
activity for to-morrow. Over sixty meetings 
will be addressed throughout the Leix-Offaly 
constituency, and about half that number in 
County Dublin.

BRITAIN’S OVERSEA 
TRADE. 


HOW TO INCREASE FOREIGN 
CREDIT RALANCE. 


MR. SAMUEL PROPOSES 
MEANS, 


-— 


R. A. M. SAMUEL, M.P., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Overseas 
Trade Department, speaking at Camberley 
last night, elaborated his suggestions for 
the development of export trade in 
decorative goods. There was, he said, a 
large sale for so-called luxury articles in 
South America, and in Cuba particularly. 
He advised manufacturers to send 
designers to the Continent to see what was 
being sold. 

Good taste must be displayed in design, 
and manufacturers might enlist the aid of 
art students and study art exhibits in our 
museums. 

On the whole, he took a hopeful view 
of British trade. The foreign trade 
balance to our credit, however, was not 
large enough for a turn-over of 
£2,200,000,000 in export and import trade, 
and we had to seek to increase our exports 
so that our foreign credit balance might 
be greater. 


REHABILITATION OF 
TRADE. 


a 


POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Mr. Samuel described himself as one with 
a message of cautious optimism. He said 
that he could see a gradual, steady, whole- 
some rehabilitation of British trade. Were it 
not that we had a black cloud arising out of 
the coal trouble, he would say that our 
prospect of getting back to the supremacy 
we held before the war were very rosy. He 
hoped that both sides in the coal industry 
would feel that there was something more 
than their own interests at stake. Given 
that spirit, it ought to be possible to find a 
solution. The foreign trade balance of 
£28,000,000 to our credit was not enough on 
a turnover of £2,200,000,000 on export and 
import trade, and we had to seek to increase 
our exports, so that our foreign credit balance 
might be greater. 

Things had greatly improved in the 
Colonies, and in India in particular. We 
bought from foreign countries last year about 
four hundred millions more in value than we 
sold to them. The British Industries Fair in 
London and Birmingham, which had been 
organised by his Department, would at- 
tract buyers from all parts of the world, 
but he was very anxious to induce 
our manufacturers to go to further trouble 
and expense to develop those small trades 
which produced so-called luxury goods, 
which, indeed, were not luxury goods, be- 
cause they had become part of the ordinary 
amenities and comforts of everyday life. 


DECORATIVE GOODS. 

Several Continental countries had built up 
for themselves a great trade in decorative 
goods of that description, and there was no 
reason why we should not get a greater 
share in that particular branch of manufac- 
ture. It was not only that there was a 
large sale for such goods in the British Isles, 
but abroad—in the Argentine, Brazil, and 
Cuba particularly. Wealthy South Americans 
made large purchases in Europe of fine table- 
cloths, decorative table silver, china and 
pottery, not only for the dinner table, but 
for the decoration of the mantelpiece; also 
carved ivories, mounted precious stones and 
sports wear and accessories. 

There was plenty of talent among the 
artists and art students who exhibited their 
beautiful handiwork at such exhibitions as 
the Arts and Crafts Exhibition, now open 
to the public at Burlington House. ur 
great manufacturers might, with. profit, call 
those exhibitors in to help to design decora- 
tive goods for products in bulk for export. 
But the special predilections for the South 
American markets had to be studied, and our 
manufacturers should send their designers to 
the Continental centres, where the goods 
were being made for North and South 
America, so that our designers might see 
exactly what was being sold. and what 
there was a deman for. It was 
no longer of use making table glass slavishly 
copied from the old Waterford models, or 
silver from the models designed by Flaxman ; 
they suited our home market, but not the ex- 
port market. 

Quiet toned neckties, which we could make 
of British spun silks, and which we were 
accustomed to wear oursélves, did not spit 
the inhabitants of countries where the atrflo- 
sphere was more brilliant, and the sky 
brighter. All the goods he had mentioned 
contained a large amount of labour value, and, 
therefore, would assist employment, and the 
goods were light in weight and easy to handle, 
and, therefore, could be worked by women, 
with the result that employment could be 
given to our women in a greater degree, and 
the pressure on the men’s occupations could 
be lessened. It would not be correct to say 
that those trades were insignificant in 
monetary value, although they could not be 
compared with our great cotton, woollen and 
engineering industries. 


PRICES AND TASTE. 

The question of cut prices in the luxury 
trades was not of very great importance. If 
a thing was beautiful enough, the retailer did 
not pay much attention to whether it cost a 
few: shillings more or a few less. Good taste 
had to be displayed in the manufacture of 


such articles, and the good taste and 
knowledge of our craftsmen should he 
developed. There were fine museums all 


over the country where they could study. 
The Victoria and Albert Museum at Kensing- 
ton, for instance, was not a store house for 
curiosities. Like other museums, it was a 
place where workpeople and designers could 
teach themselves by observation how to use 
art as the handmaiden of industry. The 
great provincial museums could never be of 
more value to the nation than they could be 
at the present moment, when we were seek- 
ing to build up our export trade in decora- 
tive, British-made goods, to be made by our 
craftsmen as the result of the training avail-

PARIS PERTURBED ABOUT ITS 
POSITION.

The vexed question of '“ ghort or long 
skirts’ is still being discussed in feminine 
Paris. Most women are in favour of keeping

“This is another attempt,” said the 
manager of a well-known Rue de la Paix 
establishment, ““to wrest the position of 
arbiter of what women ought to wear from 
Paris, but it will fail like the others which 
preceded it.”’

MR. BALDWEN’S WORK. 


In a‘ leading article upon yesterday’s divi- 
sion on the Labour amendment to the 
Address, The Times observes :—Like a large 
part of the House itself, the people outside 
are getting very tired of seeing a subject 
of such profound interest (unemployment) to 
the whole community made the subject of 
useless and embittered party wrangles. What 
has preserved their confidence in the Govern- 
ment is the way in which it has got things 
-done. They have the sense to prefer seeing 
even relatively small things done to all the 
promises and prophecies of the theorists. Not- 
withstanding the lamentations ‘and the 
denunciations of Mr. Snowden and of other 
zealous preachers of pure Socialist doctrine, 
Mr. Baldwin and his colleagues have done a 

ood deal in the field of social reform. That 
is really the strength of their position, and 
the strength of the system they uphold. They 
have done better work in this domain than 
any of their critics. 

We have always admitted. as we all admit 
to-day, that there are things which must be 
done by the State; others in which private 
enterprise and the State work well together, 
and a far wider field which is best left to 
private initiative and endeavour, and in 
which State interferences of any kind should 
be as restricted as possible. Opinions may 
differ, and do differ, among’ practical rhen as 
to whether particular subjects fall into one 
of these classes or another; but the general 
leaning of all classes of the nation is towards 
individual liberty, as it always has been. 
The debate. has led to the expression of sug- 
gestive views from both sides of the House, 
and to some proposals—such as the visit of 
a delegation of employers and workmen to 
America for the study of American methods— 
which may have useful results. Its principal 
merit, however, lies in the revelation of a 
large measure of agrecanent among the 
younger Conservatives with far-reaching pro- 
jects of social reform. There is only one 
limit to these projects, and to this Mr. 
Chamberlain felt bound to call attention. 
They must ultimately depend on what we can 
afford to pay for them from time to time.

A. DESPERATE FIGHT WITH 


TRAIN ROBBERS. 
RIGA, Friday. 

An attack on the Soviet courier in the 
Moscow-Riga express was made at 6 o'clock 
this morning, when the train was about 
sixteen miles from Riga. It would seem that 
three desperadoes joined in the attack with 
the object of robbery. One remained outside 
the carriage, while the two others entered a 
sleeping car, where the Italian and Latvian 
couriers and most of the other passengers 
were still sleeping. The Soviet diplomatic 
wouriers, Nette and Machmanstal, who were 
proceeding to Berlin, were dressing at the 
time. 

The conductor raised the alarm, and the 
two Russian couriers engaged in a fusillade 
with the robbers. The conductor on return- 
ing to the car with assistance found the 
courier Nette and two robbers déad, and 
Machmanstal lying, wounded in the stomach. 

On the arrival of the train in Riga the 
wounded man was taken to hospital and 
operated on. His life is not considered to 
bevin danger. 

The Deputy Foreign Minister, M. Albat, 
to-day called on the Soviet Minister and ex- 
pressed the regret of the Latvian Government 
at the outrage. The Soviet representatives, 
however, sent a Note to the Latvian Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, strongly protesting against 
the inadequate protection afforded to the 
Soviet Courier, and reserving the right to de- 
mand further satisfaction. 

Without any apparent justification, advices 
from Leningrad show that the Russian Press 
is suggesting that the attack was un- 
doubtedly of a political nature. 

Opinion. in Riga is inclined to the view 
that the robbers came from Lithuania, as 
their pockets containéd Lithuanian money and 
other articles from that country. Their ider 
tity has not yet been established.—( Renter. )

in the Journal Officiel under an amend- 
ment to the Finance Bill yoted in the 
Chamber this afternoon. 

A list, together with the value of resi- 
dences, motor cars, horses and carriages 
of members of Parliament. the comparative 
total of their fortunes on Aucust ist, 1914, 
and November 11th, 1918—this to unmask 
war “‘ profiteers’’—and a list of the com- 
panies of which they are directors, will 
also be published in the Journal Officiel. 

The amendment, which was jointly 
moved by the Extreme Right and the 
Communists, forms a pendant to the 
amendment already adopted providing 
that income tax returns shall be avail- 
able for public inspection in all the Town 
Halls. 

Out of 444 deputies present only two 
voted against the amendment, 
mainder voting in favour of it

MAN WHO POSED AS SENATOR 
GOGARTY. 


By representing himself as Senator Gogarty, 
an elderly man named John Richard Browne 
secured the hire of a motor car at Mr. Thomas 
Waller’s garage in Greystones last Tuesday 
and was driven to Gorey and back, writing 
out at the end of the journey a bank draft 
for £4, which was found to be worthless. At 
Bray District Court yesterday he was charged 
with obtaining £2 15s. by false pretences, and 
with forging a bank draft in Dr. Gogarty'’s 
name. 

George Evans, the driver of the car, stated 
that Browne got out at several licensed houses 
on the way out and visited several clubs and 
one hotel in Gorey, where he spent three-and- 
a-half hours.

The District Justice (Mr. Price) said that. as 
the signature on the draft was illegible he 
could not convict the defendant for forging 
Dr. Gogarty’s name. He convicted him of 
false pretences and sentenced him to two 
months’ imprisonment, without hard labour. .

PROFESSOR MAGENNIS SURPRISED. 

Professor W. Magennis said that the De- 
partment might not have justified its existence 
yn one special sense, but it would be a fata!

abolish the Department. It was rather a 
sienificant fact that the quarters from which 
demands for the extinction of the Department 
proceeded were precisely the quarters from 
which protests emanated against the Irish 
language and every effort to make the Irish 
peopie Irish ; and he was surprised to find Mr, 
Esmonde. even by inadvertence, joining in 
that crew. 

It aj:peared that the Department had been 
doing good by stealth. “' Wherefore are thes 
things hid”’ It would have been better 
business for the Department to have reported 
its proceedings, more particularly those which 
had met with the unanimous and unqualified 
approval of other States.

STANDING ALONE. 

The importance of their membership of the 
League of Nations was in the sign it gave 
that they were not committed to endorsement 
of foreign policy initiated or adopted by 
Great Britain. They had to stand on their 
own feet and make their own -<le- 
cisions, and those decisions should be 
made after consideration by the democratic 
instrument for decisions.

‘*That,’’ said Mr. Fitzgerald, “ is a matter 
beyond argument—that only the Government 
of the Irish people is able to do any act in 
any way committing the Irish people to any- 
thing. We have taken no act; we have not 
participated in Locarno, and, therefore, in 
Locarno we have taken no judicial respon- 
sibility whatsoever; although, as I say, our 
geographical position, our association with 
the British Community of Nations, and our 
economic associations with England, makes it 
a matter of interest to us.” 


FRANK EXPLANATIONS. 

It was unfair to say that the Dail had 
been kept completely in the dark about fae 
work at the League, for on several occasions 
he had given frank explanations. He took 
no interest in statements made in the Press 
concerning the abolition of his Depart- 
ment. The expense of the Department 
was merely the implementation of the position 
created by the Treaty, and that position to 
a large extent ‘was desired by the Irish 
people. Every convention to which the 
Government proposed to adhere was brought 
before the Dail for ratification. 

Mr. Fitzgerald disensséd ‘at some length 
the the meaning. of. the terms “ British 
Empire" and “the British Commonwealth.’ 
The “British Empire’ he defined as 
‘Great Britain and all the States and de- 
pendencies directly oy indirectly administered 
by the Parliament of Great Britain.” He 
. that since the coming into 
existence of the ‘League of Nations “the i- 
dependence and the sovereignty of these 
States, sometimes referred to as Dominions, 
have been made more and more clear.” He 
defined “the British Commonwealth” as 
the British Empire plus all those inde- 
pendent States, including the Irish Free 
State.” He claimed that the Irish Free 
State Government had done more than any- 
body else to make the position clear. 

“Tt has been suggested,” he said, ‘‘ that 
my department has not justified its existence. 
People are entitled to hold that view, but 
I am prepared to argue and maintain that 
the Irish Free State Department of External 
Affairs has made more progress, more clarity 
and more precedents in the right direction 
than the Department of External Affairs of 
any British Dominion of this time.”’ 

He pleaded guilty to too much economy. 
His department had probably not done all 
the work it might have done, but certainly 
for its cost to the country it had given more 
return than the similar departments in a 
great many other countries. It was a 
revenue-making department. It received an 
extraordinarily small’ sum, out of which it 
maintained not only the office in Dublin, 
which controlled all communications between 
the Free State Government and the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, but the office of the 
High Commissioner in London, the office 
of the - Minister  Plenipotentia in 
Washington, and the Passport Control Office 
in Washington, a trade _ representative 
in Washington, trade representatives at 
Paris and Brussels, and the representative at 
the League of Nations.

CHRISTIANITY AND SEX. 


THE REV. MR. KIRK’S LECTURE 


“ Christianity and Sex ” was the subject 
of the fifth, and concluding, lecture given by 
the Rev. P, T Kirk, of Christ Church, 
Westminster, at §8t. Andrews Church, 
Dublin, yesterday. If, said the lecturer, 
Christianity is a religion which has a mes- 
sage for every sphere of life, it must have 
some guidance in connection with the pro- 
blems of sex; for sex is a very central and in. 
sistent thing for all men, The Victorian, 
idea, that all that related to sex must be 
hushed up, is answered by the more modern 
attitude, which gives it a chief prominence 
in nawspapers, novels, theatres, and hoard- 
ings. 

For men to shut their eyes to the power 
of sex-instinct. is foolish and futile; st is 
wiser to give it its true place in human life, 
and love is the’ loveliest. thing in God's 
Universe.” The message of Christianity in 
this respect is that sex is to be glorified by: 
love—not love debauched by sex. 

Let men take the whole question out, into 
the sunshine of God, and there learn the 
truth about it. The real truth is all clean, 
Men. and women are strongly attracted to 
each other from early youth—in some cases 
it may be to silliness and folly, but in others 
it means a comradeship in thought and work 
that enriches and widens life. Man and 
woman togethér can help éach other to at- 
tain the worth-while life. 

Not only was it not for a mad to live 
alone amohg men, but it might become posi- 
tively bad. So also with a woman’ en 
contact between men ahd women is natural 
and honest and true, it is the most enriching 
and gracious possession of either. ‘There 
appears in connection with sex a special and 
peculiarly beautiful form of love, which 
makes a man and 4 woman ‘feel that there is 
samething holy about their experience. True 
love is never satisfied by mere physical 
union, but it is not satisfied without it. 
The real true love is the creative love; 
it has its outcome in new lives. Its natural 
fruit and crown—its true crown—is found in 
the baby’s cradle. Those who seek to avoid 
that crown do not know love at its best. 

The Christian must oppose unflinchingly 
all in his surroundings that helps the young 
and unthoughtful to regard sex as the sole 
value of being. Because sex is so strong, 
it is often in danger of escaping from con- 
trol, and, therefore, discipline must be all 
the more severe. The real battle lies in the 
thought world. Tt is here that the promi- 
nence given in the Press to sordid details 
of domestic intrigues and divorce cases does 
such a disservice to purity. The suggestive 
jokes in certain*kinds of theatrical entertain- 
ments, the ‘eternal triangle’? with the 
films, and, worse still, the grossly suggestive 
hoardings of these films, all make a constant 
invitation to immature’ and undisciplined 
minds to devote more thought than is neces- 
sary to sex. Into the same category come 
the low-type comic postcards, and the 
foreign illustrated magazines which circulate 
so freely in all countries.

PORTARLINGTON, Friday.

r. Seumas Dolan, Chief Whip of the 
Goyernment Party in ‘the Dail, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at tjie meeting in support of the 
om EN SN of Mr, James Dwyer, and the 
opposition meeting, which was subsequent! 
held, was addressed by Mr. Art  Ctenes. 
the Republican nominee. 

Reviewing the work of the Dail, Mr. Dolan 
said that the Government stood for the deve- | 
lopment of agriculture, and had selected a 
practical farmer to contest’ the vacancy in 
Leix-Offaly. The policy of the Government 
was to improve the prices of agricultural pro- 
due—(A Voice—‘‘They haven't done it vet”’) 
—te assist the farmer in producing a better 
beast, better’ -milk-yielding cows ‘and fat 
bullocks. These were matters which were re- 
celving every attention from the Government. 
They did not stand for any particulat see- 
tion, but for the closer _relation- 
ship and harmonisation of all the 
interests in the community. Whilé 
they desired to encourage agricultare 
they also believed in the development of their: 
industries, and many of these which were? 
dying out had been fe-éstablished, with a re- 
sultant increase in employment all round. 

The drainage’ of thé’ Barrow had been 
broaght before the Government—(A Voice~— 
We have been 55 years listening to that)— 
and they proposed to give a free graút of 
half the cost of the work, the balance to he 
lent to the local authorities in a long-term 
loan. The plans were now complete,’ and it 
only rethained for the local’ authorities to 
gag the Government with their guaran- 
ees. 

THE CUSTOMS BARRIER, 

Referring to the Protection experiment, 
Mr. Dolan declared that the Government was 
going forward on the lines laid down in the 
last Budget. 

“To my mind, the measure of Protection 
given to certain industries has justified itself 
by the results. I hope that in the near 
future we shall have further Protection for 
our industries.”’ 

A Voice—‘‘ What about American bacon ?” 

“* Personally, I favour a tax on American 
bacon,”’ replied Mr. Dolan. 

Continuing, he said that, notwithstanding 
certain rumours that had been spread, the 
Government had no intention of removing 
the Customs barrier in the North. ‘ The 
Customs barrier will remain for the protec- 
tion of the Free State.” 

The Government, he concluded, was pre- 
pared to accept the decision of the people in 
this election, but it should be borne in mind 
that if the Republican candidate were re- 
turned he would refuse to enter the Dail. 
(Cries of ‘‘ Up O'Connor!”) The Cumann- 
na-nGaedheal candidate was & real repre- 
sentative of the people, and would take his 
place in the national Assembly. (Cheers.) 

Mr. James Dwyer said that he had been a 
farmer all his life, and had always served 
the interests of the people—ratepayers, 
farmers, and labourers—on public boards of 
the county. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Burke, Chief Organiser of the Cumann- 
na-nGaedheal, rointed out that Leix-Offaly 
had now only one representative in the Dail, 
in the person of Mr. Davin. 

A Voice—“ A good man.’’

REPUBLICAN MEETING. 


At the conclusion of the meeting, Mr.

Mr. Brown was one of the oldest members 
of Adelaide road Presbyterian Church, and 
for many years discharged the duties of secre- 
tary with great acceptance. He was also a 
prominent Freemason, and had filled all the 
high offices in connection with Shamrock 
Lodge 93, and several in the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland. Personally he was very highly 
esteemed by all who came into business or 
social contact with him.
